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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner disagrees with the applicant's 
contention, "Since every station In the Saito network is assigned its own global Internet address, the station can no longer be properly 
termed a private network. Instead, all of the stations are part of the public network because they share the same addressing scheme as 
the rest of the Internet" (applicant: pg. 1 1 1st paragraph). The examiner disagrees. In the final office action, the examiner referred to 
fig. 7 boxes 201, 206, and 207 as the private network. As shown in fig. 7, the 1st Home Network is distinct from the Internet (fig. 7 box 
202, col. 19 lines 19-20). Furthermore, Saito explicitly states that the function of the connection devices (fig. 7 box 204, 205) is for inter- 
connecting two or more networks (col. 19 lines 34-39). 

The applicant contends in claim 1 that not every station of the private network can have its own unique global Internet address 
(applicant: pg. 11 2nd paragraph). However, this limitation is not In the claims. 

Regarding the applicant's contention that Saito does not teach a "private Internet network" (applicant: pg. 1 1 3rd paragraph), the 
examiner disagrees. As shown above and in the final office action, the applicant corresponds the private Internet network of the 
applicant with the Home Network of Saito. The Home Network is a private Network since it consists of elements within a single home 
and it is furthermore an Internet network since all the terminals have global IP addresses (col. 19 lines 16-20). 
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
